SIXTY-EIGHTH COUNCIL. 

SELBCTGOUNCIL. 

On Monday, the second day of April, A. I), 
18^, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, the mem-. 
, bers and members-elect of the Select Council 
of the City of Pittsbur^ii convened in the 
Select Council Chamber, in said city, agree¬ 
ably to the Act of Incorporation and the sup¬ 
plements thereto. 

And there being a quorum present, the con¬ 
vention was called to order by George Shep¬ 
pard, City Clerk, who proceeded to open and 
read the certificates of J. O. Brown, Prothono- 
tary of the Courts of Common Pleas Nos. 1 
and 2, in and for the County of Allegheny,

Gbntlkmbn: — An ordinance amending 
section one of an ordinance entitled “An or¬ 
dinance granting to tlie Pittsburgh Junction 
Railroad Company a right of Avay from the 
Monongahela river to the Allegheny river, 
with a branch along the Allegheny river,” 
has been presented to me for approvah 

While I am disposed at all times to favor 
the construction of every line of railway that 
would beneOt the general business inleresU 
of the city, I am constrained by a sense of 
duly to withhold my approval from this or¬ 
dinance and return it to you without it. My 
reasons for declinlug to allow the ordinance 
to become operative are to me of such a char¬ 
acter that to disregard them would be to 
yield what I consider the rights of the city 
that should be protected from invasion. Un¬ 
der the original ordinance passed by your 
honorable bodies granting a right of way to 
the Pittsburgh Junction Railroad Company, 
Liberty street and Penn avenue were not In¬ 
terfered with by tracks being laid across them 
at grade. The roa^lway was to be carried under 
those avenues by a tunnel, thereby leaving 
free and unobstructed the avenues for the us© 
of the public. The ordinance, however, which 
is laid before me for approval changes the 
line of t he railroad in such a way that Liberty 
street Is to be crossed at grade and Penn ave¬ 
nue is to be crosseci by an overhead bridge. 
When it is remembered that these avenues 
form the great outlets for an Immense and 
increasing travel to and from the city proper 
along the Allegheny river it must be quite 
apparent to any unprejudiced person that the 
present plan of constructing the road is whol¬ 
ly impracticable. I am of the opinion that to

J have 
looked 111 vain ttirouph the ordinance 1 am 
asked lo approve for any compensaHon Dial 
the city w'lM receive In henefirs, to Justify me 
In dlsrepardinp tVie rlphts of the people to the 
free and unobstructed use of those avenues. 

The prortle filed in the City Knplneer’s oflice 
of Hie work propose<I to he done under the 
amended onlliiance shows that It is proposed 
to hi)lid a stone lei.aliilnp wall (In Iheevenf,« f 
huyInu the adJolnlUK properly) across 'J'lilrty- 
tlilrd Nfreel at. lis liiiersectlon with Spriiip 
alley, for the purpose of carry!up a brldpe 
from the lop of Hio stone wall over Penn ave¬ 
nue; aisoacutnf one and ahalf feet at Lih- 
erty avenue crosNlrip; also an elevation of 
seventeen teet at Penn avenue. 

It Is quite apparent If the work to be 
carrlcil out, as shown on the profile, so much 
of Thlrtv-i hlnl si reel as extends from Sprlnp 
all**y to Liberty avenue wifi be practically de¬ 
al,-oyed. and that porilon extending from 
."♦prlnp alley to Penn avenue will be of no 
practical benefit to anyborly. Now it is nn- 
JerslfMid that Hie elevation at Penn avenue is 
to be hut fifteen feet, yet we have nothing lo 
p'lvern us but the profile, as the ordinance re¬ 
fers solely to that, paper, and it. sets f.>rtb, ac¬ 
cording to the infoiinatlon of the City Engi¬ 
neer, seventeen feet of an elevation at Penn 
avenue crossing Is to be fifteen feet over grade, 
it Would make a de.scent northward of ai least 
one ffH>t to the hundred feet In addition to 
the pre>ent grade. 

As shown by the profile this, to my mind, 
viriualiy contemplates a sufficient cm at Lib¬

It, in iny Judg¬ 
ment. would not he competent for Uounciis 
legally to change the liability of t he railroad 
company to pay for sewerage by attempting 
to define Ih»w ranch they should pay. Its 
property would be assessed like that ‘of any 
other citizen for sewerage purposes, but it 
must be remembered llinltheie is very little 
li any of Die property of the railroad along 
the line of the sewer that could he no.de 
liable for lis construct ion, and practi<'ally .“O 
much of the ordlnsnce as puts the o >ligaiinn 
on the railroad company of contributing to¬ 
ward the cost of the sewer is of little avail, 
and would yield very little or nothing toward 
the expense of constructing It. The route of 
the railroad under the original oriLnance in¬ 
terfered but slightly with the line of the sewer 
located aloug the valley, for the reason that 
the rail road, us noted on the maps and pi ofile, 
was to be conslrueled agaitisi the face of the 
hilLttie hiter.section of Thirty-fiftlj sfreef and 
Liberty avenue being the point at which the 
railroad crossed by Its limncJ. 

The very singular provision in the amended 
ordinance, making provision for Hie payment 
by the railroad company for the comsti uction 
of the proposed sewer, has caused rne to vei y 
llioronghly examine tiie subject, a)»d make 
myself more acquainted witli the sewerage of 
tliat vaiiey than might otherwise h .ve oeen 
the case 4f D)at provision bad not been in the 
ordinance. I find, upon looking into tiie sub¬ 
ject, ibattne railroad company are and have 
been filling In the valley fjoin the liiil on the 
south side to Hie hill on the north side upon 
wliicii to lay down tracks. When the fill is 
completed it will be some ten feet or upwards 
above the former level of the laud along the 
run. This has resulted In a change of the beu 
of the run so that it is turned now by a new 
channel further toward the foot of the hill on 
t lie.south side. Asa consequence the sewer Is 
increa.sed in length from'i’hirty-third street to 
liie culvert west of Mi 11 vale, and will have to 
be construcled at a very great increase of cost 
around the winding of the hillside and cross¬ 
ings of the railroad track. I find in the 
amended ordinance the following provision: 
“And it is further understood and agreed that 
In the event of the City of Pittsburgh flnding 
it necessary in the construction of the said 
sewer to take up the rails or temporarily re¬ 
move any part of said railway the city shall 
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huve pow^r ru to do itod the expfn'^fi of re- 
pbictuK Hme Kliall be borne by the raU- 
I'o t<l coiupuity.’*

'I'hls, in niy opinion, would 
be extremely iinJuRt, for the reason that the 
railroad companv, by elevating the va'ley, 
l)>is put tills ad<liilonal cost upon them that 
idherwiRe would not liave had to he paid. 

Tb 18 greatly ItKtrfnsed cost of tlieconfitrncMod 
of sewer bv the change of the valley tied 
will Till heavily upon property owners in 
tlie valley, maiiv of whom arc people of very I 
limiteit mean'‘, and 1 am constrained lo view I 
this unpopular tax with distrust, for taxation 
In this city Is already a grievlous burden j 
without any addition being made to it. The 
view I have thus presented on this subject I 
resppcifully suggest 1 r strengthened tiy refer* 
ring toH Clause, see section 8 in original or* 
dlimnce, in which It is declared that said rail¬ 
road shall be so o mstmeted as not to interfere 
with the sewerage of the city as m ly hereal- 
ler be rennlred.” It is qnlle manifest tliat If 
the road be construcled as proposed under the 
amended ordinance, this provision must of 
necessity be entirely disregarded. 

I repeat, that the original plan of carrying 
the road from ihe soiitli side vif Liberty sireet 
t » the Allegheny river by a tunnel Is, In rriy 
Judgment, the only feasabie and practicable 
one that should be adopted, and that If the 
Amended ordinance weie allowed io become 
ellecllve and the company be permitted to 
build tiie road according to the plan, conse¬ 
quences of the moat serious chara<'ter would 
result. Experience lias shown t‘ at the con- 
siant noise of running trains and tlie emis¬ 
sion of smoke from locomotives render ttie oc- 
cupalion <if adjacent property for dwelling 
house purposes very undesitab’e. I cmimn 
shut my eyes to ihe fact I hat if Ihe railroad 
were built from Liherty street to ihe river as 
propose<l, there would be planted in the midst 
of a growing portion of the city of Pittsburgh 
a nuisance of a glaring clinructer. 

To recapitulate, I object to this ordinance 
becoming a law for the following reasons: 

First—The change of the location ot the 
right of way from the location heretofore 
granted by the ordinance Is solelv for the 
purpose of saving the railroad company the 
expense of making a tunnel, Irregm'dlf^ss of 
the consequetji ruin and Intolerable nuisance 
which the railroad company will email on 
the city. 

Second—The present ordinance will virtu¬ 
ally render impracticahle the building of the 
main sewer in the valley of the Two Allle 
Run as originally contemplated by the city, 
oral least render it many times more expen¬ 
sive to the city and property holders than 
it otherwise would be. 

Third—The ordinance gives rights to the 
railroad company which the city cannot in 
justice to Itself afford to do, the exercise of 


which will rexiill In the ruin of the property 
of piivaie citizens and iirepHrahle dnmuge 
atnl IticotiveMiencH to the public simply for 
the HNking and without uuy c unpensHtioii. 

Tliese considerations lead me lo the concUl- 
sloo that It would not bo only unwise In me, 
but hUhly prejiidlclu] to the best Interests 
and rh« weUjtre «>f ihri citizens of PHlsimi'gii 
tf) approve the amended ordinance, and 1 
therefore reiurn It to you wuhout my ap¬ 
proval.

or compelled to pay a rental of $800 per year, 
as the house and grounds upon which it stands 
are worth fully that sum. 

The lot on Forbes street, known as Goose- 
town Park, 120x242 feet, is a very valuable 
piece of property, and should at once be sold 
for the benefit of the city. There is also an 
unoccupied lot at the foot of Fortieth street, 
89* .<xl84 feet, which should also be sold, and 
one of 155x201 feet at foot of Forty-first street 
and Allegheny Valley Railroad, at present 
leased fora planing mill and brass foundry, 
at a nominal rental for a term of five years.

At 
the expiration of the present lease it should 
be sold.

There is also one good frame bouse 
owned by the city, at present occupied by 
John Ooniy, the watchman of tiie reservoir, 
who lost an arm while in the employ of the 
city. He has heretofore paid no rent, but 
he is willing and your committee think 
I he should hereafter pay a rental of $5 per 
month so long as he remains in the employ of 
the city. 

There Is also one good brick house with 2M 
acres of ground, occupied by a Mr. Bachelor, 
Assistant Engineer, who has previously paid 
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uo rent, and we believe he Ib abundantly able 
to pay $250 per year, and we recommend that 
he he required to pay at that rate until the 
property can be advantaKCouHly sold, widcti 
we believe can bo done. There is also a Jot in 
tlte Twentieth ward, at present occupied by a 
Klono cutter, wlilch we recommend alao 
Hhoutd be Hold, and until then the occupant 
pay a rental of $50 per annum. 

In concluding thl» report your committee 
would say lu addition to the above inen> 
tloued properties, there are otlier valuable 
propertioH owned by the city, from which it 
receives no revenue whatever, and from Rome 
but a niolety of their worth.

Under this legislation the Finance Com* 
mlttee, or its sub'committee, was authorized 
to negotiate, sell or exchange bonds bearing 
Interest ut a rate not exceeding six per cent, 
to pay outstaiidthg Htreel and Temporary 
liOan Bonds loan amount not exceeding six 
millions of dollars. None of the onlstnndlng 
loans matured during the year 1K79, but the 
Couucils. the members of ttie Finance Com¬ 
mittee and the city officers made ptibilc the 
fact, that they were willing to exchange new 
six per cent, bonds for those outstanding.. 
The holders of the old bonds, although allowed 
by the Act of May 9th, 1879, to receive the 
new bonds did not avail themselves of the 
privilege conferred by that legislation. Of 
the loan, the first part, amounting to $141,900, 
matured April Isl, 1880, the Sub-Finance 
Committee, acting through the City Con¬ 
troller. published in the city official papers 
the following advertisement, which appeared 
In said papers on March 19th, 1880, March 
2Dlh, 1880, March 22d, 1880.

** Bids shall be for bonds at par, and at four, 
foorand one*half and five per cant. Interest, 
and each bid shall be accompanied with a 
certified check for ten per cent, of bid. 

“The right is reserved to reject any and all 
bids.

The limitation of interest to five per cent. 
WAS made because it was within the knowl¬ 
edge of the Committee then acting that the 
county snthorltieshad but two months before 
placad $1,823,900 Connty Bonds, to meet the 


riot claims at that rate of Interest at par. 
AUliough the credit of Die county had for 
many years been better than tliat of the city. 
It was nevertimless hoped by Him Committee 
that the city won Id be able to obtain c<iually 
good rates. No bids were prison ted, and the 
city was confronted with a maturing lo<in, 
and no money in its treasury with which to 
meet it. 

Fearing the defect of another default, ihe 
CommiMe© called upon the city depoHltorles 
and solicited the ndvaticement of the arnoiiut 
necessary, they to hold the bonds until the 
city would be able to pay tnem. 

The representatives of tlie depositories, for 
business r<’asotis, satisfactory to thernsetves. 
arranged tiiat Uieainoutitshoult! be advanced 
by the Allegheny an<1 First National Banks 
of this city. Having fNllcd to receive any 
bids fora five per cent, loan, or to negoliate 
an exciiange with the holders of the old 
bonds, which right had beed <M>nferred by the 
Act above recited, and fearing the disastrous 
effects which would accompnny future de¬ 
faults, the Committee requested Messrs. Me- 
CandlesH and Scully to make a proposition to 
take bonds to fund the entire outstanding 
indebtedDG.SS, as authorized by the Act of 
Assembly and Ordinance of Councils, After 
consulting Mr. Henry Whelen, of Philadel¬ 
phia, a gentleman of large experience in 
placing municipal loans, Mr. McCandless 
joined with him in making the proposition 
which is appended to the first contract. 

Owing to til© length of time that must 
elapse before the completion of the contract, 
the wide fluctuations In price and Hie former 
depreciations of the city’s bonds, Mr. Scully, 
at that time, declined to Join in the proposi¬ 
tion. 

Messrs. Whelen and McCandless, when 
making their proposal, desired that certain 
changes should be made in the iegislation. 
notably, that the second section of the Act of 
May, 1879, should be repealed. The Commit' 
tee agreed to call the attention of Councils to 
the matter, and to use every proper effort to 
obtain the legislation required, as it was dis¬ 
covered that under the Act, the holders of 
the old bonds were authorized to demand and 
receive new bonds lor those held by them. 

It will be readily seen that this provision 
put the rate of Interest within the control of 
the bondholders, as his right to demand and 
receive new bonds for his old ones, prevented 
the city from making any sale to other par¬ 
ties until the maturity of old loans, when tbe 
demand for new bonds could be made or not, 
at the option of the holder, and as the city 
could raise money in no other way to take up 
outstanding bonds than by the sale of new 
ones,, tbe anomaly was presented of the 
holder of the old bond being authorized by 
the terms thereof to demand payment Id 
cash, while subsequent legislation authorized 
him to demand a new bond, he having an 
option of cash or bonds, while the only meaos 
the city had of obtaining cash was taken 
away, and therefore it could only otfer 
bonds. 

The attention of Councils was called te 
these facts, by the Finance Committee, and 
after foil discussion, the Councils approved 
and recommended to the Legislature the 
Acts of March llth, 1881, and April 15th, 1881, 
as follows;

That in the 
pavuiHnt or exchange of the Htreei and Tem¬ 
porary liOHii Houds, to be retired under the 
DrovisloiiKof tiie act to which tliis Is a sup- 
plciiient, tiie (Councils of the cities of the 
second ciasH Hi)all have full power to adjust 
the iulereHt to the date of tlie maturity of 
sncli bonds, and the amount of money neces¬ 
sary for tii at. purpose sli all be payable eltlier 
out of tiie proceetU of said bonds, or out of 
any funds in tiie Treasury of any sncb city, 
over the Invcalnient of which said ConncHa 
may liave cont rol, or in sucli other manner as 
said Councils may direct. 

Rkc. 2 Tliat the fifth section of said act of 
May ninth, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-nine. Him)I be and the same is hereby 
repealed; siid, in lieu thereof, the Councilsof 
cities of the second class, issu >ng bonds under 
authority of Mic said act, at each time of 
levying the municipal tuxes and making tiie 
annuaT appropriations, until all of the said 
Improvement Bonds are retired and can¬ 
celled, shall provide for, set apart and appro¬ 
priate, from the general revenues of such 
city,a sum sufHclent to pay the interest on

Tiie Act of Marcii Jltli, 18«|, called forth Mie 
supplemcnlHl coulraclof March 22d, 1H81, 
cessitatttd by siiid leKlslation. 

The mo<lincaLlou of the original Act of May 
9th, 1879, thiiH produced, made the bonds, 
under the dlroctloii of the lA^glHlalure, abso¬ 
lutely thirty years in duraliou. 

The Act of April I5li), 1881, as above quoted, 
repealed the second section of the Act of May 
9th. 1S79, and put an eiul to all notions, of re¬ 
funding by exchange of bonds; a hope which 
more than a year’s experience demunstrated 
to be entirely fallacious. The reason of the 
Committee’s clinging so tenaciously to tiie 
Idea and iiope of exclianglng the old bonds 
for the new was because both the Piilladei- 
phia and FlMsburgh money markets ap¬ 
peared to be olosi d against the cHy, and any 
furllier attempt to n»'gotlal.e the loan under 
the contract of April 8d, 1880, and the supph*- 
mental one of March 22d, 1881, which contracts 
are ns follows:

It Is also agree 1 that If said Wilson Me-

Then followed the final contract of May 11, 
1881, under which the Street Improvement 
and Temporary Loan Bonds which have now 
matured have been refunded.

COUNCILS AND FINANCE COMMITTEE AP¬ 
PROVE OF THE SCHEME. 

Mr. Htewart, from the Finance Commit¬ 
tee, presented: 

No. 373. Report of Committee on re¬ 
funding street indebteduess. 

To the Finance Committee: 

Gentlemen— Your sub-commlttoe, auth¬ 
orized under the Acts of Assembly and Ordi¬ 
nances of the cHy to refund the Street and 
Temporary Loan Bonds, not exceeding six 
miIIIons ($6,000,000,) dollars, respectfully re¬ 
port: 

That their predecessors In the years 1880 and 
1881, who then had this matter In charge, 
being desirous of providing against oontln- 
geiiclesand ffuctuailons of the money mar¬ 
ket during the next four or five years, and of 
making certain of the reduction in the Inter¬ 
est upon $6 OOO.OCO, did, In the opinion of vour 
present committee, discreetly and wisely 
enter 1.1 to a contract by which a certain and 
sure provision is made for the refunding of 
the whole debt at a reduction of two per cenL 
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in thA rat« of InterMi now paid by the clly. 
ttiuounUng la the Kum of •IJO.UUb per year. 

A fnl] report of the aoilon of tlie i‘ub>i;oni« 
mlltet* of 1881 waa iniule to the Ftiiauce Com* 
mlltef, and by them waa uiiuniiuouMty up- 
|)rave<!. Thla report aoU forth In detail the 
uontract, by (be ternia of which JUeaara.

Under the contract, the following transac- 
tiODK have occurred. Messrs. Whelen, Me- 
Caudless and 8oully have presented to the 
proper ofBcers of the city, Htreet Improve¬ 
ment Bonds amounting to $77,000, for which 
they received new bonds in exchange. On 
.fanuaiy ist. 1881, bondsamoutiling to $1,405,- 
000 matured, and in accordance with the 
terms of contract, these gentlemen paid into 
the city Treasury, an amount sufficient to re¬ 
deem said bonds, and rec^^lved therefore new 
Funded Debt Improvement Bonds. 

We have now given a history of all the 
transactions connected with the contract and 
acts performed under Its provlshti’', from the 
first Inception tothe present time. 

The Acts of Assembly and Ordinances 
under which we have acted, were presented i 
to you and met with your approval, and we i 
fall to remember an instance in which the j

It Is difficult to recall financial transaction* 
that have passed, and to dlscuMii them falriv 
In the llgbt of the present, hut we shill 
endeavor to Inform you of the dlfUuultleH 
that surrounded us In 1H80, and the reasons 
which governed the committoe In the action 
taken by them. 

The negotiation of the Tornpornry Doan for 
$1,405,01)0 was the hrst that hud even been at¬ 
tempted lo be taken by the citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh since the dale of ooiisolldatloii, and it 
is scarcely necessary to recall the labors per¬ 
formed by the Finance Coinmlttee of Coun¬ 
cils. to InducecapItnUNtH to come tothe rt-scue 
of I he credit of the city In the hour of her 
, greatest necessity, and the subscribers were 
! obtained only after the most Htretiuous ef- 
I forts, and the Committee and Councils were 
! Informed that a repetition could not be ex- 
1 pected, that they were induced to subscribe 
; as a great help to the city; and it must be re¬ 
membered lliat this loan was at a rate of six 
I per cent., and that a commission of one-half 

; percent, was paid together with accrued In¬ 

terest, making the whole cost of placing the 
loan nearly one and one-eight per cent. The 
I records of the Finance Committee further 
I show that the money was not then readily 
obtained, that only one-half of the subscrlp- 
; tlon was ready upon preparation of the 
; bonds, viz., xMarch 24,1879, and the other one- 
! half could not be provided until April 15, of 
; the same year. 

i From 1867, thte date of consolidation, until 
( April, 1880, no portion of the debt of the oily 
Imd been psid but at this time the $141,000, 
which the city depositories had temporarily 
I provided for was paid from actual funds, thus 
I was the first step taken towards establishing 
. the credit of the city from the low point to 
I which it had fallen to a higher one. 

‘ For years prior to 1880, the city did not raise 
by taxation money sufficient to pay tlie war- 
1 rants issued fur services rendered or supplies 
furnished and employes and others Were 
compelleu to sell at a discount; an injustice 
to them and an injury to the credit of the 
city. To arrest as far as possible the lojury 
; already done, and to prevent further, yoof 
Finance Committee made arrangements with 
the depositories to accept and pay these war- 
1 rants, bolding them until provision could be 
: made In the tax levy of 1881, and collectlonn 

had thereunder. This action enhanced tbe 
credit of the city, and was the means of» 
great saving In the purchase of nccessar) 
supplies; as, contractors, merchants and 
others were assured of prompt payment for 
services rendered or goods supplied. In 1881, 
In order to render a repetition of this deplor¬ 
able condition of affairs unnecessary, yoor 
Finance Committee, with your approval, 
avoided the folly of re-appropiiating oa(- 
standing taxes; money was thus provided for 
all current expenses, and the several sifikiog 
funds which had been depleted were pro¬ 
vided with actual cash or securities of the 
cUy for every dollar which they represented. 

It is also worthy of remark that moneysool- 
lectedforand belonging to the Water Ix)*d 
S inking fund, and which should have beeo 
beld for the payment of Water Loan Bondi, 
was expended on account of water extensioo, 
thus did the credit of the city sustain an lo- 
jury, but uo<ler the policy since pursued the 
money is retained In Its properfnud and held 
for the redemption of bonds, to the manifest 
further eohanceraeut of our credit.

vantage should be taken of a fair and equit¬ 
able rate of Interest rather than to wait in 
the liope of more advantageous condltlona In 
the money market, which may fall to be re¬ 
alized.

Jt will be observed that after the many ef- 
forte Ilia! ha<l been made to advance the 
credit of the city, and at as late a date as 
Marcli, 1882. thelaigestdnancial iOMtltutlou of 
thecity.ar ail ti men plethoric of funds, did not 
consider five per cent, bonds at a greater 
worth than that at which they were placed 
by the aub-coinmlilee in 1880, and notwlth- 
standing that money was more easily obtain¬ 
able In the general markets of the country. 

In the year lh78, the City of Pittsburgh of¬ 
fered a Water I/)an bearing six per cent. In¬ 
terest and amounting to $148,300, of which 
$00,00<> was purchased by herself, and ibe re¬ 
mainder WHS sold at par and accrued 

Interest; and In 1871), a further loan of $151,700 
was offered, and she then purchased SlOO.iXK)- 
and tiie remainder $51,700 was sold undersim- 
llar terms and conditions. 

Objection has been made that the rate of 
Inierest, five per cent., is too high and that 
the bonds could have been negotiated at a 
lower rate. answer to this objection Is, 
that tbe City of Piitsburgh has never been 
able to borrow money, either at home or 
abroad, at a lower rate, even when her credit 
was be-t; and the simple truth is, that the 
etty could not borrow money in any of the 
money centers, or at home, at a higher rate of 
Interest, even when the final contract whs 
marie. There Is nof o particle of evidence that 
the whole or any considerable fraction of the 
six million loan could have been negotiated 
In Pittsburgh, either In 1880. 1881 or 1882. at five 
per cent. Interest; and there is the positive 
evidence that the advertisement of the city 
for a loan of $141,000, In March, 1880, at four, 
fourond a half or five per cent, was not re¬ 
sponded to by a single bid. Undoubtedly the 
ctt> has great resources, but she has already 
£ar exceeded the constitutional limit of in¬ 


debtedness, Credit, ijesidcs, does not depend 
entirely on resources. Other municipal cor- 

{ loruUons wIioku obtigutions have always 
leen met, nuiy have better credit lhaii ours, 
and if tlie les'^ons of our municipal hlNtory 
tench us anything, it is, that honesty Is the 
Dudley for achy as ii Is foruti individual. It 
Is Idle to say, that Pittsburgh capitalists did 
not kuow of the meiuiures taken by iln* Coiiii- 
clls to refund tills <lel)t. The Act of May 9th, 
1879 WHS a public Hcf, and «s w#"ll-known to 
j tbe people of Pittsburgh as any leglslHlloii 
j Affecting the city. Every citizen ofplits- 
! burgh old enough to know, and sufllciently 
i Interested In the welfare of the city, knew 
! what was taking place In Ik 79 In reference to 
' refunding; and the same may be said of the 
j subsequent supplementary Isglslallon Mini 
I oriilnancos of the city relative to that sub- 
I ject. Whoever did not know, was either wil¬ 
fully ignorant or Incapable of understanding. 
And yet wc bad no offer in Pittsburgh for live 
j per cent, bonds. 

t Another objection Is t hat the Finance Coin- 
I mlltee and Councils began the work of re- 
1 funding too so-'n. It Is alleged that If we 
; had waited until the present lime or longer, 

, we could have negotiated t>onds at a lower 
rale of Interest. The present value of tbe 
live per cent, bonds Is pointed to as evi¬ 
dence of this It is difficult to treat with re¬ 
spect such an ohJecMoii. The whole of the 
Street Improvement Bonds will mature on 
or before January 1st, 1886, and how any one 
can supposethatlhe city would haveregslned 
her credit by doing nothing until a consider¬ 
able portion of her debt had matured, is not 
easily explained.. The contract of Mny, 1881, 
restored the city’s credit or aided greatly In 
Us restoration. Until it was made we had 
none here or elsewhere. 

By making full provision for refunding the 
whole of the six millions of Street Debt and 
Temporary Loan as it should fall due, by the 
sale of a thirty year loan at five per cent, in¬ 
terest, we not only carried this large debt for¬ 
ward toaperlod when the resourcesol theciiy 
will be presumptively much greater, but we 
made an annual saving of S120,(Mi by the sav¬ 
ing of two per cent. Interest upon a seven per 
cent. loan. We are enabled by this action to 
prepare for and pay the other eight mil lions of 
debt as it shall fall due without further issue 
of bonds, and without unnecessarily burden¬ 
ing the tax payer; we shall be enabled to im- 
I prove and enlarge the Fire Depiniraentof 
I the city, to extend the water systems and 
I provide for the renewal of streets now fast 
I wearing out, and to carry Into exectition a 
i system of sewerage that Is much needed and 
cannot longer be delayed. 

If further evidence of the publlcltv given 
to this contract Is needed, we call attention to 
the report of the Controller for the year 1882, 
from which we present the following extract. 
This report was presented to, and approved 
by the Councils of the city, March I2ih, 18^. 
“PENN AVENUE INDEBTEDNESS. 
Acting under tne Ordinances of f'ounclls 
authorized by tbe Act of May 9th, 1879, and 
its several supplements, a sub-committee of 
your Finance Committee concluded a con¬ 
tract for the refunding of the Penn Avenue 
Indebtedness; which action was duly re¬ 
ported to and approved by you. In conform¬ 
ity with this action, and under direction of 
the sub'Committee, 1 have issued and deliv¬ 
ered to the parties so contracted with bnnds 
numbered from No. 1 to No. 77, to the amount 
of $77,000, of the refunding issue in exchange 
for a corresponding amount of the old bonds. 
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An Lhe contract iiionlioned prnvUleH for the 
refunding of u)l the IVnn Avenue HondHxna- 
turiuK later than the preKont hHcal year, the 
money received from the com promise effect¬ 
ed with own era of property ubuttliiK on HtreeU 
under the l^eiin Avenue Act will not be 
Herded for the retirement ol the old iHHue, 
nor for elnklng fund purposeH for the new iH* 
Rue, InaNinuch hr the law under which such 
IgMUelN made explicitly dlrecta the levy and 
appropriation forHiich piirponeK of an uunual 
»um equul to three and one*ll»lrd (ZIA) per 
cent. o{' the ainonut of Nui<l Isaue. Tills belll^ 
the case, I would 8 Ui$kohI ilmt the bulunce rc* 
lUHlninK t(» (he credit of the Hlnklng fund 
under the Penn Avenue Act be iraiiHferred to 
the Municipal Sin k Ing Kund—the city having 
jiasumed the entire Penn avenue indebted- 
news.” 

After all the publicity that haa been given 
to thiK contract, and with a full knowledge of 
tiie tranNacllona had theroniider, Nome of 
the lioldt^rs of the Temporary Loan Bonds 
have offered to accept four per cent, 
boiulH lu excliange, knowing full well 
that no such exchange could be made, 
as the city had no power to accent such a 
propositi oil. lu view of the fact that this 
offer vras not made until alter the maturity 
of the bonds, we can conceive of no motive 
for sncl) action that would commend Itself to 
any lair-minded man, especially when we 
remember that liavlng the opportunity of¬ 
fered at a former perif>a, tliey refused to eno- 
hrace it. on the contrary, offered to take a 
five percent, bond as shown by the corninu* 
ideal Ion above presented. 

In conclusion, your Committee would add 
that while this report is approved and signed 
by all the members of the Rnb-commltt*-© for 
the year 1883, yet there are many facts and 
suggesdons therein tliat necessarily were 
otdy within the knowledge of the members I 
of the sub committee, of the year In which ' 
they occurred. 

The repc^rt is submitted tof^'ouncilsfor their 
consideration, and through them for the in¬ 
formation of the citizens at large.

<^niinunicatlon requesting me “to furnish to 
this Kub-committee his (my; written opinion 
in relation to the contract of the city with 
Messrs, Whelen, Scnlly and McCandless, re¬ 
lating to the furnlsldng and providing funds 
to the city for the payment oi Street Bonds* 
whether the said contract Is in due form and 
legally binding on both parties thereto, and 
whether the parties of the second part there¬ 
to, above named, are bound to provide the 
money at all times required by said contract, 
or in case of their refusal to do so, are they 
liable lor any Joss or damage that the city 
may suffer by reason of such refusal?” 

In answer thereto, I respectfully report: 

Ist. I have carefully examined the Acta of 
Assembly, approved May 9th, 1879. March 
nth, 1881, and April 15Mi, 1881, and the Ordi¬ 
nances of the City of Pittsburgh, approved, 
respectively, January 12th, 1881), and March 
24ih, 1881, together with the various resoln- 


tloiiH and action of the Finance (Committee, 
and the contracts made by tlie sub-cornrnltlee 
of the Finance Ctuninittce, approved by llio 
latter on (hc3l8t day of March, 1882, and (he 
the report ot the Kuld Kub-coiiimltiee pre¬ 
sented to, and approved by Councils on the 
Ilth day of December, 1882, and find them 
clear, and, I think, free from doubt. 

The Act of May Hlli, 1870, autioiizod cities 
of the Hccoiid cIhhs to issue bonds to un 
amount equal to the Htreet Bonds and Tem¬ 
porary J.OHn Bonds now outstanding, not ex¬ 
ceeding six mllllonH of dollars, for the pur- 

1 )ose of retiring or paying Temporary Loan 
londsand street Bonds.” The lirst Heetton 
enacted ** That the Councils of any cl I y of the 
second class may, by Ordinance,• authorize 
the making, execution ami negotlHtion of 
bonds of any city of the class aforesaid, to an 
am omit not exceeding theHiim of six millions 
of dollars, (he proceeds of tt>e same to be 
used 111 retiring or paying b uuls issued for 
the ])urpo8e of improving streets and ave¬ 
nues In such cities; ♦ * ♦ the said bonus 
shall bear a rate of Interest not exceeding six 

f ter centum per Htiiiiim, and shall be payable 
n thirty years from the date lliereof; It shiill 
He the duly of the Mayor of such city of (lie 
class af>resald, to make and execute the said 
bonds in the name of sucli city; tlio said 
bonds shall be signed by the Mayor, and 
countersigned by tlie Controller, and seated 
with the corporate seal of any sucli city of 
the class Aforesaid.” 

This section most clearly confers the power 
npon Councils to autliorize the making of the 
bomls, and is mandatory upon the Mayor 
and Cunlroller. 

Under this section the Councils passed the 
Ordinance hereinbefojc riaine<l, approved 
.Tanuary 121 h, J880, executing, so far us re¬ 
quired, the power contained iti the Act, 

The second section of this Act declared: 

” Holders of any of the bonds Bancd for the 
improvement »f streets and avenues in imy 
city of the second class, payable twelve years 
from dale, or any of the uforesalrl Temporary 
Loan Bonds, shall have the right Iosurrender 
any or all sucli bonds to the Controller of such 
city of the class aforesaid, and to <)emand and 
I recelvefrom him, in exchange therefor, a like 
j amount of the said Improvement Bonds, with 

I an adjustment of the interest to the date of 
I such exciiange.” 

I The Act of April I5th, 1881, is a supplement 
i to the Act of May 1879, and declares: 

” That the second section of an Act, entitled

1 Street Bonds and Temporary Loan Bi»ndH now 
j outstanding, not exceeding six millions of

i Under (his section the Councils did. by the

Under It, Iho contracts, dated, reapeclively, 
April 3d, 1H80, March 23d, 1881, and May Hth, 
1881, were entered Into between the city of 
IMitHburgh, acllng through the Finance Com¬ 
mittee and the aub-comiulltee thereof, of the 
onepart, and Henry Whelen and Wilson Mcn 
C andless, of the other part, and were, In my 
opinion. In perfect harmony with, and fUlJy 
authorized,by the leglslatSou towhlch I have 
referred. 

On the 16th day of May, 1881, Mr. John D. 
Hcully became associated In the contract 
with Messrs. Wbelen and McCandless. 

On the 3lst day of March, 1882, the final con¬ 
tract was approved by I be entire Finance 
Committee. On the 11th day of December, 
1682, the sub committee made a full report of 
all the work done by tnem, to the » inance 
Committee, and on the same day this com¬ 
mittee ordered Its ctiHirman to present the 
same to Councils—which, on the same day, 
was done, and the report approved In both 
branch e*. 

I am therefore of opinion : 

First. That the power to make the con¬ 
tracts was clear and explicit, and that the 
contracts, as finally made, are free from ambi¬ 
guity, and follow, with singular closencsa, 
the language employed In the Acts of Ashem- 
biy anaOrd I nances of Connell* 

Second. That the contract Is legally bind¬ 
ing upon all the parties thereto. That under 
it Messrs. Whelen, Scully and McCandless 
•*are bound to> provide the money at all 
times requiretl by said contracts, and In case 
of their failure or refusal so to do, i hey are 
liable for any loss or damage the city may 
suffer by such failure or refusal,** 

Third. And, as the con tract is thus, in my 
opinion, binding upon them,so is Itupon the 
City of Pittsburgh, and any failures um>u the 
city’s part toeomply therewith, would entitle 
the other parties to any and all damages or 
loss legally fiowing therefrom. 

Fourth. Thai the Act of 1879, is mandatory 
upon the Mayor and Controller, and that 
upon the presentation of the bonds. It is their 
duty to execute, sign, countersign and seal 
the same. 

Fifth. That the second section of the last 
cited Act was unequivocally and constitu¬ 
tionally repealed by the Act of April 16th, 
1881.

DKAuSiR—In pursuance of a consultation 
between your Committee and the Directors 
of tills Company we agreed to reduce our 
charges for water rent, as follows; , 

F'or one room, from JG to 84 a year; for two 
rooms, from 88 to 86.50 a year; for three rooms 
from 810 to 89 a year, and for four rooms, from 
812 to 811 a year. This new schedule to take 
effect on April 1, next. 

We do thU at the request of your Commit¬ 
tee, and In order to sati.fy the people, 
although we kiiow^ that onr charges have 
been iully as low as the average rales 
throughout the country. I have examined 
thescliedules of 189 waterworks In the United 
States and Canada and And that our reducefl 
rates are lower thau the charges of MS, equal 
to 24. and liigher than those of only 17 water 
works. Most of Mie last named obtain the 
water by gravitation without the expense of 
pumping. 

You will please observe, as has been fully 
stated at onr conference, that we make Mie 
reduction In the class of nouses which is by 
far the most numerous on the floutli Side, 
thereby benefitting the majority of our peo¬ 
ple. As to the larger houses w’here the city’s 
extra charges for spigots, sinks, wash slandn 
and wash-tubs come in (wlilch are irec with 
us) it was admitted that our rales are fully as 
low as those of the City. 

The South Side is a narrow strip, tlie river 
front of which is exclusively occupied by 
manufHCturlngestablishments pumping their 
own water; we have no big warehouses, 
offices, large hotels, and fine residences. Our 
income is derived from small dwellings and 
to these we offer the reduction. 

The hill district of tlie South Side, compris¬ 
ing four wards, was y^ars Hgo, and Immedi¬ 
ately after its annexation, very clamorous for 
water, which the City could not supply, and 
could not now even If the pipes were ex¬ 
tended to the South Side. Councils then ap-

Kven In your honor* 
able bodies of 4:ouncU It was stated that our 
revenue An<l profits were enormous, that the 
City could easily realize an Income of $150,000 
a your so soon as the pipes were laid across 
(he liver and through the streets of the HoiUii 
Hide AtKl that, In ^ct, the enterprise would 
pay for Itselfulinosi from Its very inclplency. 
The facts are, (tiat this Company, with forty* 
eight miles of pipe and ample pumping ca* 
naclty, have never collected In any one year 
$100,000 orost revenue, that for ten years the 
stockholders got nothing, and that the divi¬ 
dends, since the time we first began to dis¬ 
tribute water, did not average six per cent, 
per annum. The stockholders originally 
were altogether Houth Side property holders, 
and are mainly so to-day. The taxable value 
of (he South Side baa been quadrupled during 
the existence of this ('ompany and chiefly by 
reason of facilities afforded by It. 

We hold that, If the City water work.s were 
self-snstalning, (as Is surely contemplated by 
the Act of Assembly), instead of showing a 
deficit of $100,000 to 8150,000 each year, the 
rates now charged by the City would have to 
be advanced at least fifty per cent, and we 
can see no Justice in compelling the people 
of theSouth Hide to assist In making good this 
deficit.

telegraph through and along the streets, ave¬ 
nues aud alleys of the City of Pittsburgh, as 
follows: 

Beginning at the south end of the AUeghenv 
suspension bridge, at the corner of Sixth 
street and Duquesne Way, thence along Du- 
quesne Way .o . aider’s alley, along Barker's 
alley to Liberty avenue, diagonally across 
Liberty avenue to Virgin alley, along Virgin 
alley to Grant street, across Grant street to 
Webster avenue, along Webster avenue to

We have thus, it seems to me, a clear power 
and a pi dn and simple system for the regrad¬ 
ing and repaving of slreeM, the original cost 
of wlilch was borne by the property holders. 
It Is not doubted, that under prior legislation 
tlie streets, lane.s and alleys, of what might be 
called the old city could l>e changed in grade 
and repaved.

When II Is reineinbere<} timt these avenues 
form ttie great outlets for an tmnieiiM> nml 
IncreHslog travel to and from the ritv proper 
along the AJlegiieny river It must i>e quite 
appareot loanv unpreJuiUced person that the 
ireseiit plsn of const meting the rood Is whol- 
y irnpraciieshle. I am of the opinion that to 
lay the railway tracks over Uherty avenue at 
g**ade would he a very serious Inconvenience 
and highly dangerous to the public, and 
amount prscUcatly in the end to such an in¬ 
terruption of travel, tiiat so far as I am con¬ 
cerned, it Is rny duty, if possible, to prevent* 
I am not satlafled there Is any goo^l reason 
why the routo granted by Councils to the 
company for the construe Ion of their rail¬ 
way by a tunnel under IJberty and Penn ave¬ 
nues slioutd be changed. Tlifti ttie mode of 
crossing these streets proposed in theaincnd- 
ed oriilnance will t>e much eiicaper than a 
tiinnei. there can be no doubt, hut I see no 
reiigon why the public should be macle to 
suffer the Inconvenlenee that would result 
fr in the blockade ol the streets If the rail¬ 
road company could construct a tunnel as 
ttiey were willing to do wtiei* ilie former ordi¬ 
nance WHS pft'^sed. The ques Ion istheiefore 
prevented. shaM the tatiroud rtviupany l>e at- 
low» d to have the benefit of the amended 
ontlnHMce merely to save a fair outlay of 
money in consideration of the advantages 
that were granted them, or shall Liberty 
av>-miH and Peiin avenue t>e obstructe<l for 
ali time to cotne to the great aniio\ ance of the 
people who may liR' e occ *Mion to use tliose 
streets? Apart from these conslderutlons it 
is quite apparent to me tiist if the railroad 
be consirncted at grude over Liberty ftvenue 
with a grade siifTlclent to carry It over Penn 
avenu** t»y a bridge, all Hcc*fts from Penn ave¬ 
nue by Thlrty-tlilrd street to JJberiy street 
will pracltCHlly l>e destroyed, aikI under the 
original ordinance the Junction Kallroad 
Company old not propose to Intf rfere with the 
live ofThiriy-t bird si reel from Penn avenue to 
Llberiy avenue, and I can see no gooii leason 
why Thirty-111Ird street should be forever de¬ 
stroyed, as o»»e <»f the streets of the city, sim¬ 
ply because the railroad company are not wil¬ 
ting to expend an an ount of money to build a 
lunnei under the avenues, as Is required to be 
done under the former ordinance, I have 
looked iu vaiu through the ordinance I am

The profile rtle«l In the City Knglneer'N ofllce 
of the work propo«e<| to he ilone timler the 
arnemted ordinance ahowa that It la propoaed 
to build a atone retaining wall (In the event of 
tinvlna the a<1Jolii1nK property) norona Thirty- 
third alreet at. Ita iiiteraectlon with Rprliig 
alley, for the piirpoae of carrying a bridge 
fr<»m the t<*p of the atone wall over IVnn ave- 
nne; aiaoacutof one and a half feet at Lib¬ 
erty avenue croaalng; alao an elevation of 
aeventeen leet at Penn aveoue. 

It la quite apparent If the work to he 
carr1f<t out. aa aliown on the profile, ao much 
of Thirtv-thinl alreet a« extends from RprIiig 
alley to Tjtlierty avenue will {)e practically de¬ 
al* oyed and that portion extending front 
Hpring alley to Penn avenue will Im< of no 
practical benefit lo aiiybo^ly. Ni>w It U wn- 
deratood that the elevation at Penn avenue la 
to he hut fifteen feet, yet we have nothing lo 
govern us hut the pro'll le.aa tiie ordinance re« 
fera solely to that paper, and It seta forth, ac- 
cor<llng to the Infomietlnn of the City Kngl- 
neer. aeventeen feet of an elevation at 1*eiin 
avenue cross!ng 1« to be fifteen feet over grade, 

It would make a <ieacent northward of at least 
one foot to the hundred feet In addition to 
the present grade. 

As shown by the profile this, to my mind, 
virtually contemplates a sufflclent cut at Lib¬ 
erty avenue to conform toflfieen feet eleva¬ 
tion at Penn avenue, and there Is nothing In 
the ordinance or profile to prevent it once it 
becomes a law, | 

KhouM the road be carried by a bridge over 
Penn avenue ns provided by this ordinance 
according lothe profile in the Engineer’s of¬ 
fice a Irussie bridge would have to be built 
from ttie Allegheny river to the bridge on 
Thirty-third si reel, the distance being about 
1.500 feet. If this were done ail that poriloii 
of Thirty-third street would be practically 
destroyed for the use of the public. It would 
be a source of conMnned annoyance to per¬ 
sons residing along the street at present, and 
would be «he means, doubtless, of preventing 
the Improvement of the property on bo’h 
sides of the street between Penn avenue and 
the river. The result would be that the street 
bein«r tbns obstructed honsi»s would not be 
built t)>ere, and a large source of revenue In 
the shape of taxes that, the city would thus re¬ 
ceive would be lost. The amended ordinance 
attempts to make provision for the payment 
of the cost of the sewpr that Is to be con- 
stnict.ejl from the S{>uth side of Liberty ave¬ 
nue np Two Mile Run, but an examination 
of It win show tlmt It Imposes no duty upon 
the rallroa*! company that It is not. in law 
1 ♦'gaily liable to perform It. In my Judg¬ 
ment. wou’d not be competent for Councils 
legally to change the liability of the railroad 
ox>mpany to pay for st-^iirnge by nttemptln*; 

1.0 define bow much they should pay. Its 
propertv would be asses'-ed like that of any 
other citizen for sewerage purposes, but It 
must be remembered that there is very lit tle 
If any of the property of the railroad along 
the line of tb© sewer that could be made 
liable for its construction, and practically «o 
much of the ordinance as puts the obligation 
on the railroad company of contributing to¬ 
ward thp cost of the sewer is of little avail, 
and would yield very little or nothing toward 
the expense of consirncMng It. The mute of 
the railroad under the original ordinance in¬ 
terfered but slightly with the line of the sewer 
located along the valley, for the reason that 


the rat I road, as noted on the maps and profile, 
WHS to be const ruc(e<l against the face of (tie 
hill, the Intersection of Thirty-fifth street mid 
Liberty avenue being the point at which the 
railroad crossed by Its lunnol. 

The very singular provision In the amended 
ordinance, making provision for the payiiient 
by th*- ritllroad company for the construction 
of the proptwcfl sewer, has caused me to very 
thoroughly examine the subject, and riiske 
myself more acqualnre<I with the sewerage of 
that valley than might otherwise liMve bmn 
the c>ive<f that provision had not been In the 
onlliiance. I find, upon looking Into the sub¬ 
ject, t hat the railroad company are and have 
been til tng In the valley from the lilH on the 
south side to the hill on the north side upon 
which t<» lay down tracks. When the fill Is 
completed U will be some ten feet or upwards 
above the former level of the land along the 
run. This has resulted In a change of the Iasi 
of the run so that It la turned now by a new 
channel further toward the foot of the bill on 
the south side. As a consequence the sewer Is 
increased In length from Thirty-third stn-et to 
the culvert west of Mlllvale, »in<l will have to 
he constructed at a very great Increase of cost 
around the winding of the hillside and cross¬ 
ings of the railroad track. I find In the 
amended ordinance the following provision; 
“And It is further understood and ag'^oed that 
In the event of the (fity of Pittsburgh fltuling 
It necessary In the construction of the said 
sewer to take up the rails or temporarily re- 
move any part of said railway the city shall 
have power so to do and the expense of re¬ 
placing the same shall be borne by the rail¬ 
road company.” 

It is very manifest that if there Is to he an 
excavation made for the purpose of construct¬ 
ing the sewer, varving in depth from ten per¬ 
haps lip to twenty feet, the cost will hsve to 
be met by the property holders, which would 
be very nnjust kecause the raising of the val¬ 
ley by the rsllmnd company made the exca¬ 
vation necessary. The provision that T have 
quoted of the ordinance only puts upon the 
railroad coni pa nv the duty of replacing th** 
tracks at their own expense after the work 
has been done. It Is apparent therefore, that 
a large amount money would have to be 
expended In making Ihe excavation for the 
sewer, which would have to be borne by the 
prc.pHrty owners. Thls.in my opinion would 
be extremely unjust, for the reason that Ihe 
railroad companv, by elevating the valley, 
has put tbta additional cost upon them that 
otherwise would not have had to be paid. 
This greatly Increased cost of the con struct loa 
of sewer bv the change of the valley he<l 
will full heavily upon property owners In 
the vnlle.v, man of whom are people of very 
limited means, and I am constrained to view 
this unpopular tax with distrust, for laxatum 
in this city Is already a grlevlons burden 
without any addition being mad» to It. The 
view T have thus presented on this subject I 
respectfully suggest, is strengthened by refer- 
ring to a danse, gee section 3 In original or¬ 
dinance, in which it is declRre<l that sahl rail¬ 
road shall be so c-’nstructed ns not to int®rfe/e 
with the sewerage of th© cit.v as may hereaf¬ 
ter he required.” It la quite'manifest that If 
the road be consfrnefed as prupo.sed under the 
amended ordinance, this provision most of 
neceasliy be entirely disregarded. 

I repeat, that the original plan of carrying 
the road from the south side of Liberty street 
to the Allegheny river bye tunnel Is, In my 
.ludgment, th» only feasabie and p*-actlcshle 
on© that should be adopted, and that If the 
amended ordinance were alIowe<l lo become

Hecond—The present ordinance will virtu¬ 
ally render tin practicable the building of (he 
iTiatn sewer In the valley of the 'I'wo Mile 
ICnn BH oilginaliy coir em phi ted by the citv. 
or at least render It many times more expen¬ 
sive to the city and properly holders than 
It otherwise would be. 

Third—‘The ordinance gives rights to tho 
railroad company which the city cannot In 
Justice to ItseU aff«»rd to do, the exercise of 
which will result In the ruin of the property 
of private citizens and Irreparable damage 
and inconvenience to the public simply for 
the asking and without any compensHtlon. 

These considerations lead me to the conclu¬ 
sion that It would not he only unwise in me 
but highly prejmllclal to the tiest Interests 
and the welfare of the citizens of Pittsburgh 
to approve the amended ordinance, and I 
therefnre return It to ycu without my ap¬ 
proval.

Under this legislation the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. or Its sub-committee, was authorlrod 
to negotiate, sell or exchange tamds bearing 
Interest at a rate not exceeding six per ceni. 
to pay ouUtandlng Hireel and Temporary 
Loan Bonds loan amount not exceeding six 
mllllonH <if dollars. None of the outslaodlng 
Joans matured during the year lh79, but the 
Councils, the members of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee ainl the city ofllcers made public Ihe 
fact, that they were willing H excbsiige new 
six per cent, bonds for. those outstanding. 
The holders of the old bonils, although allowed 
by the Act of May 9ln, 1879, to receive the 
DcW bonds dhl not avail themselves of the 
privilege confcrreil by ihat legislation. Of 
the loan, the first part, amounting Ut $141,000, 
matured April 1st, I8H0, the Sub Finance 
(jominlttee, acting through the City Con-

No hlda were preaented, and the 
city waa confrotited with a maturing loan, 
and no money In tta trcaaury with which to 
meet It. 

Fearing the defect of another default, the 
Committee called upon the city depoHllorlea 
and Holioited the advancement c»f the amount 
jifceahary, tliey to hohl the bondH until the 
city would be able to pay Inetn. 

The repre«cntailvea of the depoHltorlea, for 
bUBincHH rcaaona, eatlKlactory to tlieiiiflelvea 
arranged thatiheainountHbould beadvanced 
by the Allegheny and PMrHl National BhuKh 
of thlH city. Having filled to receive any 
bids for a five per cetit. loan, or to negotiate 
au exchange with the lioldera of the old 
bonds, which right had heed conferred by the 
Act abov** recited, and fearing the disastrous 
effects which would accompany future de* 
faults, liie i'onomlttee requested Messrs. Me* 
Camiless and Scully to make a propoKitlon to 
take bonds to fund the entire outstanding 
indei>tcdnc8s, >»s authorized by the Act of 
Assembly and Ordinance of Councils. After 
consulting Mr. Henry Whelen, of Pbiladel- 
pbia, a gentleman of large experience la 
placing municipal loans, Mr. McCandless 
Joined witli lilin in making the proposltlou 
which is appended to the tlrst contract. 

Owing to tlie length of time that must 
elapse before the completion of the contract, 
the wide flurtuailons in price and the former 
depredations of the city’s bonds, Mr. Scully, 
at that lira©, declined to join In the proposi¬ 
tion. 

Messrs. Whelen and McCandless, when 
making their proposal, desired that certain 
changes should be made in the legislation, 
sotablv. that the second section of the Act of 
May, 1879. should be repealed. The Commit¬ 
tee agreed to call tbeattentlon of Councils to 
the matter, and to use every proper effort to 
obtain the legislation required, as it was dis¬ 
covered that under the Act, the liolders of 
the old bonds were authorized to demand and 
receive new bonds for those held by them. 

It will be readily seen that this provision 
put the rate of interest within the control of 
the hrtudbolderH, as his right to demand and 
receive new bonds for his old ones, prevented 
the city from making any sale to other par¬ 
ties until the maturity of old loans, when the 
demand for new bonds could be made or not, 
attheoptlon of the holder, and as the city 
could raise money in rjo otlter way to take up 
qutstanding bonds than by the sale of new 
ones, the anomaly was presented of the 
holder of the old bond being authorized by 
the terms thereof to demand paynrient In 
cash, while subsequent legislation autliorlzed 
him to demand a new bond, lie having au 
qptJon of cash or bonds, Avhile the only means 
the city had of obtaining cash was taken 
away, and therefore it could only offer 
bpnds. 

The attention of Councils was called to 
these facts, by the Finance Committee, and 
after full discussion, the Councils approved 
and recommended to the Legislature the 
Acts of March 11th, 1881. and April 15th, 1881, 
as follows:

The Act of March llth, 1881, called forth the 
auppteinental contract of March Tid, 1881, ue* 
cesHitated by aald legtatatlon. 

The rnodlrtcntlon of the original Act of May 
‘0th, 1879, thUH produced, made the honda, 
binder the direction of the I/egiNlature, abuo- 
Uitely thirty yearn In duration. 

The Act of April 10th, 1881, an above quoted, 
repealed the second nectlou of the Act of May 
IMh. 1879, and put an eiul tc» all uoMoiih of re¬ 
funding by exchange of bonda; a hope which 
more than u year’s experience demonstrated 
to be entirely fallacious. The reaH<m of the 
Committee’s clinging so tenaclouHly to tbe 
idea and hope of exchanging the old bonds 
for the new was because botli the PlillaUel- 
plihi and Pltlsburgh money markets ap* 

f )cared to be oloH<‘d against tbe city, and any 
urtber attempt to negotiate the loan under 
the (5on tract of April 3fl, 1880, and ihe supple* 
mental one of March22d, 1881, which coutracts 
are ns follows:

Whereas, By supplemental contract of date 
23<i of Marcii, 1881, it was agreed that the new 
five per cent, lionds should t>o made payalile 
in thirty years from date of issue, and should 
be isMUod at par and accrued Interest to Wlie- 
len and Moi'andless In exciiange for Htreet 
Improvement Konds and Temnorarv Loan 
Bonds presented tiy them, and that in such 
exciiange all excess of Interest upon uU 
bomls exchanged or refundeti to the date of 
maturity thereof should be adjusted and pro- 
vldeil for. 

Now, therefore, tnls agreement witnesseth

The CBy of Pittsburgh sells at par and ac¬ 
crued interest to Henry Whelen, of the City 
of Philadelphia, and Wilson Mctyandiess, of 
the City of Fittsiiurgh, $6.000,0(W of Its im¬ 
provement I^oan Bomls, authorized by Act 
of ninth day of May, A, U. 1879, aud its several 
supplements, and ordinance of Councils, 
January 13tU, 1880, and Its several supple¬ 
ments, under the following conditions, viz: 

First—The said bonds shall have thirty 
years to run from date of issue; shall bear 
Interest at the rate of dve per cent, per an¬ 
num, payable semi-annuaity on the first 
days of June and December; shall be free 
from deductions on account of taxation.

In the opinion of year 
present c>uamlltee, discreetly and wisely 
enter I.kto a contract by which a certain and 
tore provision Is made for the refunding of 
the whole debt at a reduction of two per cent.

Although It mey he the opinion of many 
ttiul bonds may have t>een negotiated for m 
less rate «»f InteiCHl than that of live per eeiit.

tHtiity of not being compel let! to pay a 
greater rate of inlereht than five per cent., 
and the further cerlalnly of being provided 
with money for (he payment of the bonds at 
mat nrlly. 

Whilst the Acts of Assembly and Onll- 
nauces ofthe city make theduty of refunding 
this debt solely the act of Cite sub cominlttec, 
yet In their optulon a proper respe^-t for the 
GounoUs requires ttiat the action of the com¬ 
mittee sliould be reported forthe liiformailoti 
and approval of ttie whole body.

Under the contract, the follow ing tran«ao- 
tlons have occurre4l, Messrs. Whelen, Mo- 
CJandlesH and HcuHy have presented to th« 
proper officers of the city. Ml reel Improve¬ 
ment Ronds amounting to $77,000. for which 
they received new bioids In exchange. On 
jannaiy 1st, 1881, Imod.H amounting to II,406,- 
000 matured, and In accordance wMh tha 
terms of coutrnct, these gentlemen paid Into 
the city Treasury, an amount sufficient to re¬ 
deem said bonds, and received therefor# new 
Funded Debt Improvement Ronds. 

We have now given a history of all tbs 
transnettonnconnected with the contract and 
acts performed under Its provisions, from the 
first Inception fo(he present time. 

The Acts of Assembly and Ordinance# 
under which we have acb^t, were presented 
to you and met with your approval, and we 
fall to remember an Instance In which the 
public or the press expresseil the slightest 
disapproval of the p<iilcy adopted for refund¬ 
ing the street Indebtedness; butarecontldeni 
that t>oih public opinion and the voice of the 
press favored the course of action Indicated* 
It Is difficult to recall flnsnclal transactions 
that have passed, and to discuss (hem fairly 
in the light of the presenV, hut we sh ttl 
endeavor to Inform yon of the dlfficulttea 
that surrounded us In 1880, and the reasons 
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which governG<1 the conunittee in the action 
tekeu by them. 

Tho negotlMtion of the Temporary I/oan for 
f 1.4U5.<NM) waa the Qrat that had even been at* 
tempted to be taken by the oltizeiia of Plt(a< 
bunch at lice the date of cxmaoliduthni. and It 
)e Hcarcely neceaaary to recnil the Jab’>rfl per- 
forrne i by the Klnanco Comiiiitfoe of Conn¬ 
ell a. to InducocHpltallKtatocoine tothereacue 
of (he credit of the city In the hour of her 
greatest neceaalty, and the aubAcrlhere were 
obtained only after the inoHt atroiiuoUM ef* 
forU, Hiiit the Committee and OouocUh were 
Informed that a repetition could not be ex¬ 
pected, ihni they were Induced to aubacrlbe 
aa a great help to the city; and It muat he re¬ 
membered that tlile loan waa at a rate of nix 
per cent., and that a rommlHnlon of t>ne-hu)f 
percent, wan paid together with accrued In- 
lereNt, making tlie whole coAt of placing the 
loan nearly one and one^elaht per cent The 
records of the Finance Committee further 
show that the money was not then readily 
obtained, that only oiiedialf of the subsorlp- 
tion waa ready upon preparation of the 
bonds, vlx., March 24, 1879. and the other one- 
half could not be provided until April 15, of 
the same year. 

From 1867. the date of conaolidatlon. until 
April. 1680, no portion of the debt of the city 
had been paid but at this time the $141,000, 
which the city depositories had temporarily 
provided for wag paid from actual funds, thus 
was the first step taken towards establishing 
the credit oi the city fmm the low point to 
which it had fallen to a higher one. 

For years prior to 1880, the city did not raise 
by taxation money sufficient to pay the war¬ 


rants issued fur services rendered or supplies 
furntshed and emploves and olhera were 
compelled to selLai a discount; an InJUHtioe 
to tuetii and an Injury Ui the credit of tne 
city. To arrest MS fur as possible the injury 
already done, and to prevent furl her, your 
Finance Committee made arrangements with 
the depositories to accept and pHv these war¬ 
rants lioid'ng them until provision could be 
made In fho tux levy «»f 1 m 81. and coMecilons 
had thereunder. This action enhanced the 
credit of the cHy. ai»d was the inctiiis r»f a 
great saving in the purchase of necessary 
supplies; as, Cfmiraet4)rs. luerchaulM and 
others were assured of prompt payment for 
servic-s rendered orgi»ottssupplied. In 1881, 
in order to render a repetition of this deplor¬ 
able condlthm of affairs nnnecesHary, your 
Finance Com mil ice, with your approval, 
avoided the folly or re-approprlatlng out¬ 
standing taxes; money was thus provided for 
all current expenses, and the severs) sinking 
funds which had been depleted were pro¬ 
vided with actual cash nr securities of the 
city for every dollar which they represented. 
It is also w<»rthy of remark that moneys col¬ 
lected for and belonging to the Water Loan 
Sinking fund, and which should have been 
held for the payment of Water Loan Bonds, 
was expended on account of water extenstoo, 
thus did the credit of the city sustain an in¬ 
jury, but under the policy since pursued the 
money Is retained in its proper fund and held 
for the redemptluu of bonds, to the manifest 
further enhancement of our credit.

Ddbt and 
Ternpirary Loan hh it ahoold fall due, by the 
Nalaof a thirty year loan at live per cent, iu- 
torent, we not only carried this large debt, for¬ 
ward to aperiod when the resourcesoftheclly 
will be presumptively mu<di greater, but we 
made an annual Having of $120,Out) by the sav¬ 
ing of two per cent. Interest, upon a seven per 
cent. loan. We are enabled by this action to 
prepare for and pay the other eiglit inllllonsof 
debt, as it shall fall due wiMiiriit furtlier Issue 
of bonds, and without minecessarny hurderi-

After all the publicity Hint has been given 
to tbI n contract, ut^d wllh a full ItnowledKOof 
the tratiNjicilonH hsil lhereund«‘r. Home of 
the holders of the Temporary Loan HondK 
liave offered to accept four per cent. 
hondK In exchange, knowing full well 
that no such exchange couM be made, 
as the city hud no jiower to accent hucIi a 
proposition. In view of the fact tJiat this 
offer wsH not made until after tite maturity 
of the lK)ndM. we can conceive 4)f no tnollve 
for such action that would cornmemi IlNdf to 
any falr-rnin<ieil man, especially when we 
rernernher that having (he opportiiiilt.v of¬ 
fered at a former period, they ref used (<> em¬ 
brace It, on the «*fuitrary, offered to take a 
five per cent, bond as shown by the coinmu- 
iiicailon above presented. 

If» conclusion, your Committee would add 
that while this report is approved and sigi'ed 
by all Ibe members of the sub-coiiimttt* e for 
the year 1883, yet there are many faclK and 
suggestions therein tha*. necessarily w’ere 
only within the knowledge of the memberfl 
of the sub coininitteo, ut the year In whicli 
they occuired.

This section most clearly canfers the power 
upon CouticliH to Hutliorlxe the making of the 
botuls, and is mandatory upon the Mayor 
and Controller.

<)uiied, the power eoDtaiued in Die Act. 

The second section of this Act declared:

be of both local and general benefit and the 
cost of the same should be assesseil one*half 
on the City of Plttabiirgli and one*half ou the 
properties abutting, therefore.

Telegraph Company the privilege to use 
certain Htieein, avennos and nfleyHof the City 
of i’lttsburgh for the erection and mainten¬ 
ance of a line ot telegraph through the same. 

Hkctiok 1. Be It ordained and enacted by 
the city of PlCtHburgh, in ciolect and Common 
t.’ouncllB asHeinbled, and It is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same. 
That the Postal Telegraph Company be and 
Is hereby authorized and empowered to lay 
UDdergroiind cables and maintain a Hoe of 
telegraph through and along the streets, ave¬ 
nues and alleys of the City of Plltsbnrgb, us 
follows: 

Beginning at the south end of the Allegheny 
suspension bridge, at the corner of Sixth 
street and Buquesne NVay, thence along Du-
